But 
Mao's resignation was not inter­

year-old leader who has been the 
chief architect of

Communist revolution.

his 
resignation 
from the presidency has little sig­ 
nificance.

Two AF Thors 
Hit Targets in 
Atlantic, Pacific 


VANDENBERG AFB. Calif. (UPD 
Two powerful Thor intermediate 
range 
ballistic 
missiles, 
fired 
within four hours of each other 
Tuesday, “ went the full program 
range” into the Pacific and At­ 
lan te oceans, missile sources re­ 
vealed today. 
“The missiles went right down 
the pickle barrel," an unofficial 
spokesman admitted on the basis 
of information from this new west­ 
ern missile base at Cape Canav­ 
eral, Fla., as the afterm ath of a 
double-barrel launching of

“The Thor boys had a field day 
in less than six months after con­ 
tracts were signed for operational 
missiles. 
Both missiles went the f u l l 
range, landing within five miles 
of the intended impact point. And 
that would be close enough if they 
were carrying atomic w arheads.’’ 


Near Death 
In Hospitals 


Faulty Wiring in 
Nativity Display 
Blamed for Disaster 


BOGOTA, Colombia (UPD — A 
fire which started in a C hristm as 
Nativity display swept through the 
crowded Veda departm ent s t o r e 
Tuesday night in one of the w orst 
holiday tragedies in Bogota's his­ 
tory. 
At least 96 persons died In the 
flames and smoke — m a n y of 
them tram pled and sm othered in 
the panic that followed the first 
dreaded cry of “ fire.” An esti­ 
m ated J00 others w ere injured, of 
whom about 50 were near death 
today. 
THE FIR E STARTED at 9 : 9 
p m . while the store w as crow d­ 
ed with Christm as shoppers, m ost 
of them women and children 
A 
fire departm ent official said the 
blaze was caused by a short cin- 
cuit in the colored lights of the 
Nativity di.splay In the center of 
the ground floor. 
The flames, fed by paper and 
straw In the sim ulated m anger of 
the Christ child, leaped to nearby 
counters piled high with inflan> 
m able plastic toys and gifts. 


IN A MATTER OF seconds, the 
flames raced across the ground 
floor, trapping scores of persons 
in the windowless, doorless rear 
portion of the building. D e n s e 
smoke filled the store. 
Firem en reached the scene only 
two and s half minutes after the 
alarm sounded. But by then the 
whole front 
of 
the 
store 
w as 
aflame. 
Many w ere trapped, and Investi­ 
gations w ere underway to determ ­ 
ine rf the store's doors had been 
ordered locked to prevent theft. 
WITHIN AN HOUR, the blazs 
was under control. But the seen# 
inside the store was grim . 
One 
fireman 
said 
bodies 
of 
many of the victim s w ere piled 
against the hack wall 
of 
t h e 
store’s ground floor. They appar­ 
ently had milled about desperate­ 
ly and blindly there until t h e y 
fell. Most were asphyxiated. 
THE INJURED were taken to 
the hospital of San de Dios and 
other institutions. 
S o m e 
w ere 
placed in oxygen tents. Some were 
given blood transfusions. 
Friends and relatives crowded 
morgues and hospitals this m orn­ 
ing, hunting for their loved ones. 
By dawn, every available coffin 
in Bogota had been used, and ad­ 
ditional ones were brought in from 
nearby communities to hold the 
dead.

Missile-Carrying 


Sub Rated by 


Navy as'Tops'

SAN DIEGO - (UFO - The mis­ 
sile carrying submarine USS Gray 
back isn’t much to look at but 
it’s a powerful weapon that the 
Navy considers as near the top 
of this country’s defense system. 


a half-day aboard the huge 322- 
foot sub was enough to convince 
newsmen of the importance of 
such a weapon The 80-man crew 
demonstrated the capabilities of 
the lethal vessel today in the first 
such cruise for members of the 
press. 
MT. CMDR. HUGH Nott, com­ 
manding officer of the Grayback 
and Capt. R.E. Styles, commodore 
in charge of the Navy San Diego- 
ba¿ed submarine flotilla, and olh 
er o f f i c e r s led the newsmen 
through a complete demonstration 
of preparations for launching the 
powerful Regulus II Intermediate 
range guided missile, even to fir­ 
ing up the screaming engine of 
the 30-foot “bird." 
Specialized c r e w s of missile 
men worked at a pace comparable 
to that of an actual firing, simu­ 
lating an attack offshore from San 
Diego. Beginning with surfacing of 
the craft from a depth oí 200-' 
feet to revving up the missile's 
engine to takeoff speed, the opera­ 
tion was one designed to show the 
capabilities of the Navy’s newest, 
fastest, and most powerful guided 
missile equipped submarine. 
THE GRAYBACK, completed in 
September after four years of con 
struction, will leave later t h i s 
week for Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 
where it is expected to do most 
of its work. 
In addition to being rigged to 
fire the Regulus II or the earlier 
Regulus I missile, the Grayback 
also is capable of doing anything 
that any other submarine can do. 
It is fully equipped with torpedoes 
and could be equipped with fÉcm- 
ic warheads immediately for war­ 
time use. 
Inside the Grayback are some 
surprising features not generally 
expected to be seen In such a 
vessel. In contrast to its outside 
appearance, the interior is well 
appointed and has. as one sailor 
commented, “all the comforts of 
home.” 
THERE LS A closed-circuit tel­ 
evision system that permits the 
crew to watch the vessel’s under­ 
sea progress from the mess room. 
An ice cream machine provides 
desserts in any desired flavor. 
For entertainment, there s a con­ 
sole fitted with tape recorded rec­ 
ords, television, and radio receiv­ 
ers And there is a librar)’ of 
more than 1,000 technical books 
and recreational volumes to pass 
away the hours under the sea. 
The Grayback is designed to 
operate continuously at sea with­ 
out logistic support, her storeroom 
carrying provisions, repair parts 
and other consumable supplies 
sufficient to remain at sea for 
several months. She can cruise 
more than half-way around th e 
world without refueling.

Desert County Shown By Facts 


The absolutely solid rock-bottom of 
the plan to partition off the Fourth 
Supervlaortal District of Riverside Coun­ 
ty la shown conclurlvely In every Im­ 
portant factual and statistical require­ 
m ent of standard comparisons with 
other existing counties In the Slate. 
A general analysis of the three basic 
factors In sound economy in the opera­ 
tion of County government, namely suf­ 
ficient assessed valuation, population 
and area to Justify and warrant neces­ 
sity of formation of a local County gov­ 
ernment, show that the projected new 
Desert County wou'd not only contain 
far more than the necessary compon­ 
ents, but would actually be above the 
California average. 
In the matter of assessed valuation 
Desert County would have a total tax 
base of more than $150,000,000 or con­ 
siderably more than enough income at 
th e present rates being levied by Riv­ 
erside County in this Fourth District to 
organize and maintain Its own Ideal 
County governmental staff, services, 
buildings, 
equipment 
and 
functions. 
The Initial Income for Desert Coun­ 
ty would provide approximately $12,­ 
000,000 In taxes and State ana Federal 
subvention». At the present rate of 
growth this would probably approach 
$20,000,000 In the next few years. 
Present 
population 
is well above 
60,000 all-year residents, while transi­ 
ents and out-of-county property own­ 
ers, all of whom are benefitted by or 
concerned with paying taxes to local 
County government, would bring the 
total population figure of the new Des­ 
ert County close to 100,000. 
From a standpoint of area, Deaert 
County would rank close to the largest 
In the State with about 5,000 square 
miles encompassed. Presently Riverside 
County Is second In size only to San 
Bernardino County. Of the 7,294 square 
miles In existing Riverside County, 
about 70 per cent lie In the Fourth Dis­ 
trict which would constitute the bound­ 
aries of Desert County. 
Thriving Imperial County, our neigh­ 
bor to the south, furnishes an excellent 
example as a yardstick for measuring

AIR-BORNE IN ISRAEL — 
Major Naphatali Levin was very 
aorry 
about 
tha 
telephones. 
There wera three of them on 
his desk, and they ran# every 
minute or two. Tha major hadn't 
known when ha engaged to talk 
with me about Israeli military 
m atters that there would be a 
border incident. 
But there was one. Ninety* 
gome miles north of Tel-Aviv 
on the Syrian frontier the Araba 
opened machine-gun fire on a 
group of five Israeli shepherds 
and their flocks 
TTie herders 
took cover; the Syrians went to 
mortars and then to Soviet-sup­ 
plied artillery. The Israeli sent 
in their border police; who res­ 
cued four herders and brought 
back the other one dead. 


"M IT A TYPICAL border in­ 
cident?’" 
Well, 
the 
Major 
wouldn't 
cel* it typical, although it used 
to be. Things had quieted down 
iince the Sinai campaign In 1956 
when the IsraeH force* smashed 
the legions 
at 
Nasser. 
Since 
then, there had been scouting 
parties and fedayan (assassin) 
infiltrations, but shooting across 
the linea had become unusual. 
Serious? One never knew if it 
were the beginning of something 
bigger 
"Would there be reprisals by 
tht Israeli?” 
Again, the Major didn’t know. 
These matters were not up to the 
vnilittary. They were Cabinet de­ 
cision* In earlier days, retalia­ 
tion was not uncommon. T oday- 
well. you reported these areata 
to the UN commission—and just 
waited. 
TO AN AMERICAN, however, 
there was a lot of background 
information h e r e . If no b i g 
news. 
The Syrians had fired 
down into the Huleh Valley. This 
Is an 18,000-acre reclamation pro­ 
ject which the Jews had drained 
fro.n swampy land around a lake 
which catches the waters of the 
Jordan River 
The new lands will absorb 10.­ 
000 immigrant families, some of 


whom are already cultivating 
the man-made oasis. The rich 
new toil takes rice, sugar cane 
and feed crops. A colorful new 
business is the nurture of tulip 
bulb* from Holland The desert 
sun bring the tulip* to maturity 
in one season rather than in two 
or three, and the Dutch pay well 
for the service. Sheep in this 
area go in flocks of 400 to 600 
milking herds. They are fattened 
in the barns and taken to graze 
along the public highways. 


IT WAS ON THIS snug, peace­ 
ful colony that the Syrians had 
fired Why? R won t do to over­ 
simplify these misfortunes into 
primitive 
hatred 
or 
civilized 
sadism. The Syrians once occu­ 
pied a triangular jut of land in 
what was the mandated terri­ 
tory of Palenstine 
Hie valley 
became part of Israel under the 
armistice terms of 1<H8. The 
Syrians withdrew and a two-mila 
demilitarized strip was laid out 
between the borders 
It is easy enough for Utah and 
California to quarrel over the 
Colorado River rights, and for 
Maryland and Virginia to hold 
shooting wars every autumn over 
oyster beds. Misunderstandings 
and clahes are almost inevitable 
between two such new neighbors 
and old enemies as Syria and 
Israel. 
B IT EVEN THIS thesis of folk 
warfare is too simple a tale. 
The truth take* us into the so­ 
phisticated convolutions of power 
politics. President Nasser is head 
of the United Ar»b Republic, 
Composed erf Syria, Egypt a n d 
other Arab States. 
Nasser has a well-public) zed 
oath to destroy Israel. He has 
a 
well-established 
dictatorial 
tradition which calls for stirring 
up foreign troubles to divert at­ 
tention from home problems He 
is part—perhaps not yet a full- 
fledged puppet—of the Commun­ 
ist war of nerves against the 
West. 
NOBODY 
HERE 
thinks 
in 
terms of a panacea for the Mid­ 


dle East, and very few dare 
think of peace in any absolute 
meaning. The beat to be hoped 
for is a practical stalemate of 
military power. The Israeli have 
an informal rule of thumb. It 
aays that they can hold their 
own against the Arab* by staying 
on the short end of a S to 1 
ratio in weapons. The last thing 
these people want Is modem 
arms; the more obsolete, tho 
better for their tight little bud­ 
gets 
IsraeU leaders reached this 
fomula 
after the Sinai cam­ 
paign. They were outnumbered 
something like 4 to 1 in the air 
phase. They were also outmoded 
in 
that 
the 
Egyptian-manned 
MIG-17 was at least two genera­ 
tions 
older 
than 
the 
French 
fighter Ouragan, a progenitor of 
the Mystere. The Sinai experi­ 
ence convinced tho IsraeU that 
maintenance and training made 
the big difference. Today their 
basic planes are French, the My- 
stere and the Vantour; 
their 
armor is the reconditioned Amer­ 
ican Sherman tank of World War 
II; their rifle is of local origin, 
the Uni, named for its inventor. 
AS THE 
LSRAELLS see it. 
they can win anything except an 
arms race. Their two million 
population now musters tbout 
250.000 effectives. T h e y expect 
to double their population in the 
next decade if the money keeps 
flowing into internal 
improve­ 
ments. Hie future safety lies 
both in numbers and in example. 
These people honestly hope to 
show their Arab neighbors that 
swoids-iu'to-plawshares is a pay* 
ing proposition. 
Since it is natural to look for 
•vil from the enemy, the Israeli 
would expect and somehow ac­ 
cept an unbalancing of the arms 
ratio by the Russians. But it 
would be hard to take, as I have 
heard on all sides, if the friend­ 
ly Western powers playei the 
unconscious villain of the piece 
by overarming the separate Arab 
nations. 
Israeli 
leaders 
can 
really lose sleep over that one.

comparisons with the new Desert Coun­ 
ty. While about 25 per cent below our 
Desert D istrict In assessed valuation, 
population and area, Imperial County

Neither is there 
any doubt as to the many desirable ad­ 
vantages, economies and Improvements 
which LOCAL goverrment would bring 
to every person in this great desert re­ 
gion. 
Originally California was composed 
of a comparative handful of counties— 
vast In area but sm al1 in population and 
assessed valuation. As the State multi­ 
plied many fold In population and 
wealth, each of these original counties 
was partitioned off into from one to a 
half dozen new counties to meet the 
necessities of Its Inhabitants In the 
widely separated areas. Riverside Coun­ 
ty itself was thus created soon after the 
turn of the century by being thus di­ 
vorced from the original San Diego 
County. 
Today, the Desert District, similarly 
because of its great growth, distance 
from the seat of County government, 
distinctly divergent interests and econ­ 
omy, likewise is in dire and increasingly 
urgent need of forming Its own County 
government 
We are now in the Identical position 
that the people of Riverside were In fif­ 
ty years ago, and that of the people of 
Imperial at a later date. We need to 
form our own local County government. 
What they have done, we also can 
and should do by foiming Desert Coun­ 
ty with all possible speed and determin­ 
ation, The sooner the task is undertak­ 
en in earnest, the sooner it will be com­ 
pleted.

CONCOCTED BY Dr. M ir M ula, 
University of California at River­ 
side entomologist attached to the 
district, the new ’’gnatidote” is in 
the f o r m of an attractan t h a t 
lures the pesky m ites to alm ost 
certain death — which is regarded 
as a milestone for anti-gnat sci­ 
ence. 
District 
M anager 
Art 
C ava­ 
naugh said the chem ical, success 
fully tested after two years of ex­ 
perimentation by Dr. Mula, is ap­ 
parently " a perfect cure for gnats 
around towns and golf courses.” 
tt is the first tim e in the history 
of 
the 
long scientific 
w arfare 
against gnats that anyone 
h a s 
devised a successful gnat attrac- 
tant, Cavanaugh said. 
• 


NOTORIOUSLY resistant to vir­ 
tually all insecticides, the gnats 
, seem to be an easy m ark for the 
new form ula, which combines bait 
and poison in one generous serv­ 
in g . 
Dumped in fluid form on grass, 
plants and shrubs, the chem ical 
attracts gnats by the sw arm . The 
hungry m ites swallow the b a i t 
and poison — and it’s curtains for 
the gnats. 


CAVANAUGH SAID the n e w 
formula is causing a sensation in 
UCR laboratories. 
“They’re 
so 
excited, 
they’ve 
hired another entomologist a n d 
cleared their desks for action,” 
Cavanaugh said. 
Tested by Dr. Mula 
in sm all 
bait traps last year, the attrac- 
tant has been put to work on a 
more extensive basis in m o r e 
recent months. 
''We've had several successful 
runs with 
the 
new 
chem ical,” 
Cavanaugh said, “ and now we re 
really putting it to work.” 


CAVANAUGH SAID the form u­ 
la is sim ilar to chem icals devised 
to 
eradicate 
Florida’s 
Oriental 
fruit flies, which are now virtually 
extinct. 
He hopes Dr. M ula's recipe will 
have the sam e results here. 
He said the formula is sprayed 
on the ground and is aimed at 
the adult gnats — the most diffi­ 
cult to kill.

crews are now employing tw o 
other types of gnat exterm inants 
They use a larvaecide, designed 
to kill embryonic gnats, and an 
aerosol spray which is dumped by 
aircraft. 


THE LARVAECIDE has proven 
successful in combating the un­ 
hatched pests and its effects will 
linger in an area for at l e a s t 
two years. 
“We’ll know in June if tt will 
last 
three 
years,” 
Cavanaugh 
said. 
The air spray is a m ixture of 
fuel oil and chemical. If the gnat 
hits this stuff, he’s 
generally a 
dead duck, Cavanaugh said. But 
then, it's a hit and m iss proposi­ 
tion. 


ALL THREE TYPES of gnat 
antidotes combined should control 
this pest problem in about three 
years, but Cavanaugh pointed out 
that some gnats will escape. 
The gnat program isa’t perfect, 
he said, but should be 85 to 90 per 
cent effective. 
To date, the district has treated 
5,000 gnat-infested acres in the 
desert resort area from P a l m 
Springs to Thermal. This 
year, 
the district will cover an addition­ 
al 15,000 acres with all three wea­ 
pons of the anti-gnat arsenal. 
At this rate, Cavanaugh 
feels 
that the 45,000-acre program 
of 
gnat clearance will be completed 
in three years.

The snow, piled Into huge drifts 
by winds and packed into solid

southeastern 


bend of Lake Ontario. But no real 
ensis developed. 


DESPITE THE TONS of snow 
which fell between Sunday a n d 
Thursday, all but the sick or el­ 
derly managed to get in and out 
of their homes with little trouble. 
Food and supplies were 
availa­ 
ble. It was just a little more dif­ 
ficult than usual to get them. 
Until the end of the week, for 
example, there was virtually no 
passenger car travel. But anyone 
who wanted food could get it by 
trudging waist-deep through 
the 
snow to the city s main business 
area. 


POLICE, RED Cross and civil 
defense personnel were kept busy 
bringing supplies to people w h o 
could not get out for them.

Yet. and without attempting to 
prejudice anyone else’s vote in 
any manner, this is jusf to s a y 
that in this corner there can be 
but one winner. 
That’s Johnson, the National 
AAU world record holder in the 
decathlon who this summer proved 
himself to be the greatest all- 
around athlete in the history of 
recorded sports. 
Back in the days before t h e 
stop watch, it is possible t h a t 
there may have been someone who 
could run faster, leap higher and 
farther and toss assorted imple­ 
ments for longer distances. But 
ni one on record ever matched 
his all-over ability. 
That goes for the immortal Jim 
Thorpe, eight of whose 10 decath­ 
lon marks were surpassed by the 
barrel-chested Rafer. It goes for 
Mathias and also for Russia's 
Vasily Kuznetsov, both world rec­ 
ord holders who saw their marks 
disappear under the might of 
Johnson’s muscular arms a n d 
legs. 
THE CLINCHER CAME in a 
head-and-head meeting at Mos­ 
cow last summer with the Rus­ 
sian star. Kuznetsov held the 
world mark of 8,014 points. When 
it was over, Johnson held the new 
world mark of 8.037 points in 
what even the Russian press hail­ 
ed as a performance “that wi l l 
dignify the history of world ath- 
leuc records for a long time to 
come.” 
The others performed prodigious 
feats, too. Davis, the Olympic 400- 
m eter champion, won that event, 
the 400-meter run and was on the 
winning, 1.600-meter relay team 
in the dual meet against Russia. 
Jenkins is the two-time U. S 
figure skating champion. Kono is 
a marvel who has broken world 
weightlifting records in four di­ 
visions. McCann, a two-time na 
tional wrestling champion, w a s 
the only man to go without a de­ 
feat in a meet with the Russians. 
McKinney holds f o u r national 
backstroke titles and two Ameri­ 
can records. 
MISS RUUSKA WAS a bronze 
medalist in the Olympics at the 
age of 14 and holds a total of six 
national championships. 
All of them are champions and. 
even more important, sportsmen 
of the highest type. Any one of 
them would be a fit winner of the 
Bullivan Award. 
But from this angle, one stands 
out head and shoulders over every 
athlete in the world this past year. 
As George Eastment, the coach 
of the American team at Moscow, 
summed it up: 
•‘Johnson is truly the world's 
greatest athlete.”

IT ’ Science F.ditor 
NEW YORK MT' - Tuberculo­ 
sis scientists aren't happy about 
the publics increasing disrespect 
for tubercle bacillus. Regardless of 
the wonderful new drugs that have 
made it easier to cure tuberculo­ 
sis. it cannot be forgotten that TB 
remains a communicable disease 
which may menace anyone 
The principal anti-TB drugs are 
streptomycin, isoniazid. and para- 
aminosalicylic acid or PAS They 
slaughter tubercle bacilli by the 
multitudes, but neither in the first 
onslaught or in many onslaughts 
can they kill all the bacilli in a 
tuberculosis lung. 
THREE TO SIX months of daily 
drug taking are usually necessary 
before the patient’s sputum con 
tains no bacilli This means lung 
destruction has been arrested and 
the patient can be turned out of 
the hospital, since he can no long­ 
er transmit his disease to others 
But he may well contain bacilli r 
still. They are “sleeping" but will • jft 
awake and multiply. Then l u n g 
destruction resumes and he is a 
TB transmitter again. That hap­ 
pens. of course, only if he stops 
taking a drug. He must not stop 
for a minimum of 18 months. 
ANOTHER POTENTIAL menace 
to public health is the fact that 
35 to 50 million Americans a r e 
"positive" to the tuberculin test 
which means their defensive chem­ 
istry once engaged tubercle bacil­ 
li successfully. They were attack 
ed but didn t succumb. But bacilli

BUT SO LONG as tubercle ba 
eilli exist in any individual, fain 
ily. community, city or nation pub­ 
lic health is endangered in some 
degree. Despite the relatively low 
estate of TB today, the federal, 
state, and local governments, plus 
private organizations such as the 
Christmas Seal supported tubercu­ 
losis societies, arc spending ap­ 
proximately 775 million dollars on 
it annually. 
This money goes to treat new 
and old cases, to find the bacilli- 
«Pleading unknown cases, to seek 
new and more effective anti-TB 
drugs, and to explore the remain 
ing mysteries concerning the dis­ 
ease and the bacilli. 
Tuberculosis scientists and pub­ 
lic health authorities would like 
a
